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The Resignation of Rev. Dr. Fox 


E greatly regret that we have to an- 
nounce to all the members and friends 
of the Society the retirement from the Corre- 
sponding Secretaryship of the Rev. John Fox, 
D.D., LL.D., who has for nearly twenty years 
so conspicuously and faithfully served the in- 
terests of the Society. Owing to his health, 
Dr. Fox presented his resignation to the Board 
of Managers at its meeting held on June 6, 
1918, and the Board felt that it must under all 
the circumstances accept the resignation, to 
take effect July 1, 1918, with a suitable and ac- 
ceptable arrangement for a retiring allowance. 

Dr. Fox is greatly improved in health and 
was able to look in upon us at the Bible House 
the other day, but not having assurance of be- 
ing able to take up at any near date the exact- 
ing duties of his office, it seemed best to him 
to ask for release from these labors. 

Dr. Fox was elected one of the Correspond- 
ing Secretaries of the Society in November, 
1898. At that time he was minister of the 
Second Presbyterian Church in Brooklyn, N.Y., 
now the Spencer Memorial. His responsibili- 
ties have taken him all over the United States, 
and in connection with the celebration of the 
Centennial of Missions in China he visited the 
Far East in 1906 and 1907, conferring on the 
way with the secretaries of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, in London, and with the 
correspondents of the Society in France and 
Italy, visiting also India and the Agencies of 
the Society in Siam, China, Korea, and Japan. 
He arranged and conducted the World’s Bible 
Congress in connection with the Panama Ex- 
position in San Francisco in 1915. Healso rep- 
resented the Society at the Panama Congress, at 
Panama,in 1916. In the division of the corre- 
spondence of the Society in the office he had 
charge of the Agency among the Colored People 
of the South, the South Atlantic, Atlantic, and 
the Pacific Agencies in the home field. In the 
foreign fields he was particularly responsible 
for the correspondence with the West Indies, 
Brazil, Siam, and China. In co-operation with 
his colleagues he took full part in the success- 


ful campaign to raise $500,000 for the Endow- 
ment, to meet the offer of a like amount by 
Mrs. Russell Sage, and participated in the 
planning for and the carrying through of the 
Centennial celebrations of the Society in 1916. 
His devotion to the work is known of all men. 
There has been no truer or more stalwart cham- 
pion of the Holy Scriptures than Dr. Fox. 

At the request of the Board of Managers, 
the President of the Society, Mr. James Wood, 
prepared the following letter as its recorded ex- 
pression of its regard and affection:

Dear Dr. Fox: Your letter resigning your 
position of Corresponding Secretary of the 
American Bible Society, because of the condi- 
tion of your health, was read at the last meeting 
of the Board of Managers, and was accepted 
with deep regret. 

The attendance at the meeting was unusually 
large, and there was evident a deep sense of 
the seriousness and importance of your action, 
manifested in the impressive pause that fol- 
lowed the reading. A number of gentlemen 
gave expression to their admiration for your 
character as a Christian gentleman, for your 
profound convictions on matters of funda- 
mental importance, and for your unreserved 
devotion to your conceptions of duty. There 
was a general expression of appreciation of your 
services to the Society. 

The warmest personal regard was manifested 
in the earnest hope expressed that your health 
may be speedily restored, and that there may 
be granted you many years of happiness and 
service. 

I was appointed to convey to you a state- 
ment of these matters, which will be placed 
upon the records.

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Notes and Comments 


N the summary of the One Hundred and 

Fourteenth Report of the British and For- 
eign Bible Society, presented at the annual 
meeting of this society, May, 1918, we find 
these interesting facts: Despite disturbed con- 
ditions due to the war, the issues for 1917-18 
totaled 9,387,182 volumes, a decrease of only 
152,053, as compared with the previous year. 
Of the year’s issues about 1,000,000 volumes 
were distributed in India; but a still more 
remarkable fact is that nearly one-third of 
all the books issued were sold in China. Never 
before has the society put into Chinese hands 
in a single year 3,000,000 copies of the Scrip- 
tures. 

During the last four tragic years of the war 
the society has sent out 40,000,000 volumes— 
an output that far exceeds anything ever done 
in the same space of time. Amid the raging of 
the nations there has been no pause in the 
work of translating the oracles of God. Dur- 
ing these last twelve months the society has 
added Scriptures in seven fresh languages to its 
long list (504) of versions. 

In connection with its war circulation the 
society has provided over 8,000,000 volumes, in 
seventy-five languages, since the war began. 
Its depots at Berlin, Vienna, and Budapest 
have never closed their doors. At Constanti- 
nople, Belgrade, Bucharest, and Rustchuk the 
colporteurs have not ceased their mission. At 
Monastir the depositary lived for months in 
his cellar. The society’s work in Jerusalem 
teads like a page of romance. An American 
resident, since 1915, took charge of the depot, 
lived in the building, and slept behind the coun- 
ter to protect the stock. When the British en- 
tered Jerusalem about 30,000 volumes, in fifty 
languages, were safe at the depot, and all the 
English editions were quickly purchased by the 
British soldiers. 


Tue report of the National Bible Society of 
Scotland for 1917 shows a circulation of 3,738,- 
413, a decrease of 437,091, as compared with 
1916. In nineteen foreign countries the circu- 
lation totaled 3,468,127. 

One of the most interesting items of the year 
was the distribution of more than 7,000 Gospels 
and many Mandarin Testaments to the Chinese 
Labor Battalions before they left China. Many 
Chinese Christians are in the battalions and 
the religious services arranged for them were 
well attended. 

Since the commencement of the war, up to 
December, 1917, the society has issued 4,371,638 
copies of the Scriptures for soldiers and sailors. 


Tur Bible Society of Norway distributed 
during the year 1917, 125,000 copies of the 
Holy Scripture, 25,000 more than the average 
of former years. 


Tur Fourth Annual Conference of the He- 
brew Christian Alliance of America was held 
in the Auditorium of the Moody Bible Insti- 
tute, La Salle Street and Chicago Avenue, 
Chicago, Ill., May 27-31, 1918. The capture 
of Jerusalem by a power friendly to the Jews, 
which, by a remarkable coincidence, was on 
the anniversary of its recapture by Judas 
Maccabeus, the chaotic state of affairs in Rus- 
sia, which vitally affects the Jews in that re- 
gion, and the increased efforts being put 
forth to Christianize this race, all emphasize 


the great importance of this Conference. 
ee 


Mr. MB LL, of the Pacific Agency, in an ar- 
ticle in the Christian Advocate, calls attention 
to an unusual demand for the Bible by the 
Jews. “Many of them have been stirred by 
the military operations near Jerusalem and 
are interested to learn what the Old Testa- 
ment prophets said about their native city.” 

In connection with the above we quote from 
a British source: “‘The advance of the British 
troops into the Holy Land has moved and im- 
pressed all lovers of the Bible to an extraor- 
dinary degree. The place names of Palestine 
sound like no others in ourears. Words like 
the Plain of Mamre, the Valley of Hinnon, the 
Cave of Machpelah, the Brook Kedron, are 
full of sacred and homely echoes. We rejoice, 
not without a strange awe and reverence, to 
hear that the British soldiers have advanced 
to Bethlehem and encamped on the Mount of 
Olives and entered the very streets of Jerusa- 
lem. It will be strange, indeed, when * * * 
regiments return and settle in their own vil- 
lage homes to find that thousands of young 
soldiers will know more about Palestine than 
the parson.”’ 

These are significant aspects of the war, as 
seen from the standpoint of the Bible Society. 


Tue following letter from the Rev. S. A. 
Beck, our Agent in Korea, shows how war 
and death cripple our work in that far-off land: 

Word comes from our printers in Yoko- 
hama of another increase of fifty per cent on 
the present abnormal prices for binding, all 
of which makes the carrying of full stocks of 
Scriptures more and more difficult. I men- 
tion it so that you may know that we are not 
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rree from war problems, even though out of 
the direct war zone. One of our best colpor- 
eeurs has recently died with typhus fever, 
after having cared for a brother dying of the 
same disease. This man was devoted to his 
work, could be depended on at all times, and 
will be greatly missed by the church and by 
khe Bible Society.”’ 

THE Rev. Robert Irwin, our Agent in Siam, 
tin a letter received May 8th, inclosed a paper- 
bound copy of I. Peter, in Kamu, which has 
just been issued by the American Presbyte- 
‘rian Mission, Chiengmai, Korea. 

THE Rev. W. A. Spicer, D.D., Secretary of 
Ithe General Conference of the Seventh-Day 
‘Adventists, which was held in San Francisco, 
‘March 29th to April 14th, took time in the 
midst of his exacting duties to send to this 
voffice an appreciation of the inspiring Bible 
“Society address delivered before the Confer- 
sence by Agency Secretary A. Wesley Mell. 
‘He also sent this gratifying news: “‘ The Con- 
‘ference was most pleased to vote one thou- 
-sand dollars to the Bible Society, besides the 
‘collection, which amounted, I believe, to 
$294. 

A CORRESPONDENT writes: 

“The British and Foreign Bible Society 
work in Jerusalem last year passed through 
an experience that is unique in the history 
of that organization. The native agent in 
charge after war was declared left to take 
‘up some lucrative post in connection with 
‘the Turkish Army Service Corps. A Mr. 
‘Wheelan, an aged American, stepped in to 
fill the breach in February, 1915. He has 
done nobly! Living in the depot made it 
difficult, but he did this for the sake of keep- 
ing the shop open. The Turks ordered the 
gold lettering, BRITISH AND FOREIGN BIBLE 
SocrETy, on the center pane of the large glass 
door at the entrance, to be rubbed out. Mr. 
Wheelan took a cardboard, painted it the same 
color as the framework, and tacked it on over 
glass until after the Turks had evacuated. He 
even sold copies of the Scriptures in the mean- 
time, and some kindly neighbors helped him 
about cooking the meals. He was offered some 
monetary help until such time as Mr. Hooper of 
Port Said should arrive, but he refused this, 
saying—‘ The God of Abraham has been my 
God. He provides, and he will not fail me.’ 
Then he added, ‘I have only one request 
which I have continued to make daily in pray- 
er to Almighty God all through these nearly 
three years, and now I would make it to the 
Society.’ Pointing to a splendid vacant site 
in the center of the thoroughfare, he said: I 
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want that site for a depot where God’s Word 
shall be distributed to all parts.’ May the 
patriarchal old man have his heart’s desire 
before he is gathered to his fathers !’’ 

THE daily papers show the widening inter- 
est and attention attracted by the distribution 
of Testaments among the soldiers and sail- 
ots. Their columns present various com- 
ments, some of which we reprint for our 
readers as side lights on the subject. 

The Zvening Post contained the following 
from a correspondent: 

““A Query: S2v—Why do the papers print 
that a soldier’s life was saved by a bullet 
striking his silver cigarette case? I thought 
it was always a Testament that performed 
this service. Anyway do you not think it 
would be better to say that it was a Testa- 
ment ?

It will interest our readers to know that Mr. 
A.E. Hamilton, the eldest son of the Rev. and 
Mrs. Hiram P. Hamilton, has been accepted in 
the Aviation Corps. 

The Rev. Mr. Hamilton was for a quarter 
of a century Agent of the American Bible So- 
ciety in Mexico, and on his death Mrs. Ham- 
ilton succeeded to the Agency and cared for 
its interests efficiently until recalled to this 
country by the revolution connected with the 
death of President Madero. 

Mr. FRANKLIN S. Epmonps, of the Board 
of Managers of the Bible Society, who is doing 
war work in France, sends the following item 
in a letter from Aix-les-Bains, France, dated 
April 14, 1918, which will give much comfort 
to parents who have sons at the front: 

““ We have entertained several thousand sol- 
diers and are delighted with their personality 
and character. You can say to the anxious 
parents at home, in the strongest possible 
terms, that the American fathers and mothers 
have done their work well, and that they have 
sent over here a band of young men who in 
devotion to duty, patriotism, and loyalty to 
American standards and ideals, are reflecting 
the highest credit upon their homes. Placed 
here under conditions of almost complete free- 
dom, after a period of training under as rigid 
a discipline as any known to military history, 
these young men behave like American gen- 
tlemen. We have not had one arrest for 
drunkenness; we have not had one complaint 
against an American soldier from the hotel 
keepers who are their hosts.”

‘‘Typ Bible has never failed me,’’ so said 
one of the natives reached by the Old Book in 
the district wrought by the Rev. O. Braskamp, 
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American Presbyterian Mission, Tengchowfu. 
There are both paid colporteurs and voluntary 
workers doing colportage work in this field, 
which is a territory covering seven counties, 
and extending 250 /z each way. The work is 
so arranged that each colporteur has a dis- 
trict to himself, and they attend all the fairs, 
markets, and theaters in the field and sell 
Scriptures. One man sold 870 in one month 
during the first month of the Chinese new 
year. During the past year, notwithstanding 
wars, famines, suffering, and distress on every 
hand, the year has been full of blessings. 
Colporteurs’ sales have been well above the 
average. Many of the colporteurs are effect- 
ive preachers and exceedingly helpful in 
opening up new stations. They tell the gos- 
pel with clearness and directness. 


Two letters from aged saints: 

“‘T am now ninety-six years of age, and do 
not write much these days, so am getting a 
friend to write for me to tell you that my 
heart and interest are with you and your good 
work, and if I could help you financially, I 
should indeed be g/ad to do so. 

‘‘“However, my sympathy and prayers are 
with you and I am sure our loving Father will 
bless and help you in your faithful labors for 
the salvation of a needy world. fe 


“Replying to your kind letter in the Jan- 
uary number of the RecorpD, I would say 
that my father made one and all his nine chil- 
dren Life Members of your Society. I have 
been on your list over sixty years—am the 
last of the family. ok 

‘“When I read of so much need, I long to 
help, but am only able to offer hearty sympa- 
thy and prayer. Wishing you great success 
in your work, etc. —”’ 

A ‘‘susy’’ mother, a type of many others, 
writes as follows: 

“‘Inclosed find coupon and subscription for 
$1.00 a month for 12 months for khaki Bible 
in soldier’s kit—I inclose $2.00 as I wish 4 
Bibles in khaki sent me, and $1.00 for monthly 
subscription. Send monthly slip as a re- 
minder to a busy mother.”’ 


WE are in receipt of a notice of the “‘ First 
General Conference for the Evangelization of 
Russia,’’ which is to be held June 24-28, 1918, 
in the city of Chicago, at the Moody Taber- 
nacle, corner North Avenue and No. Chicago 
Street. This callis issued by forty-two prom- 
inent evangelical clergymen and leaders. The 
political, economic, and religious condition of 
Russia cannot but arouse pity in every Chris- 
tian heart, and the need and opportunity for a 
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tremendous missionary activity and the sow- 
ing of that blighted land, “‘thick as autumn 
leaves,’’ with the Word of God should incite 
the Christians of America to send speedy spir- 
itual succor to this people, struggling des- 
perately upward toward the light. We trust 
that this forthcoming Conference may crystal- 
lize sentiment and institute measures that will 
result in greatly increased efforts for the sav- 
ing of the Russian peoples. 


CoLuMBIA UNIVERSITY will accept the Bible 
as one unit for entrance in the college, it was 
announced recently.

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The New Secretary of the Central Agency 


‘ HE new Secretary of the Central Agency 

of the American Bible Society is the 
]}Rev. Frank Marston, who was appointed 
|] December 6, 1917, to fill the vacancy caused 
| by the death of the Rev. G. S. J. Browne, D.D. 
-—the Agency Secretary from the establishment 
‘of the Agency in 1909 
iuntil his death, which 
‘occurred August 28, 

1917. 

Mr. Marston is a 
‘son of Tennessee, was 
| educated in its public 
'schools, and was grad- 

uated from the Marys- 
ville College (Ten- 
messee) in 1894, with 
the A.B. degree. 


He received his theo- 
logical training at Au- 
burn Seminary, Au- 
burn, N. Y., and Lane 
Seminary, Cincin- 
nati, O. During his 
seminary course he did 
home missionary work 
in the mountains of 
Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky and among the 
miners of Alabama. 
For five years he was 
pastor of the West- 
minster Presbyterian 
Church of Birmingham, Ala., and during this 
pastorate he laid the foundations of a new 
church building. He organized, and built a 
house of worship for, the congregation of the 
Presbyterian Church of Sylacauga, Ala. Fol- 
lowing this he was for six years pastor of the 
Clifford Presbyterian Church of Cincinnati, O., 
and from this church was called to his present 
task. Mr. Marston has two brothers in the 
ministry, one of them a Presbyterian pastor in 
Ohio and the other superintendent of the Meth- 
odist Mexican Mission work in Los Angeles, 
Cal. One sister recently died in India, after 
twenty-five years of missionary work in that 
country. Another sister is a missionary among 
the Mono Indians of California. In 1907 Mr. 
Marston was married to Miss Helen May 
Thomson, of Walnut Hills, Cincinnati, O., and 
for the past ten years she has been his efficient 
helpmeet in the service of the Lord.

Work of the Central*Agency, 1917 

This picture and brief biography of the 
Rev. Frank Marston are fittingly placed in 
this issue in connec- 
tion with his first an- 
nualreport. The year 
had an unusual num- 
ber of hindrances, 
which are reflected in 
the reports of the 
workers. 

The field force con- 
sisted of 13 colpor- 
teurs, 10 correspond- 
ents, and 6 voluntary 
workers. These spent 
2,334 days in the work, 
traveled 24,182 miles, 
visited 283 towns and 
villages, called upon 
53,934 families, found 
2,885 families without 
Bibles, of which 2,631 
were supplied with the 
Scriptures. The cir- 
culation was 8,918 Bi- 
bles, 27,493 Testa- 
ments, 29,097 por- 
tions—a total of 65,508 volumes—a decrease 
of 17,934. 

The following is a part of Mr. Marston’s 
story for the year: 

In telling the story of the Central Agency 
there are some things that must be said by 
way of explanation. 


Tribute to Dr. Browne 

In the first place, this Agency has sorely 
suffered in the prolonged illness, and finally 
the death, of its honored and faithful Secre- 
tary, the Rev. George S. J. Browne, D.D., He 
was with the Agency for nine years—in fact, 
from its very beginning. It was through his 
efficient management, assisted by his faithful 
office force, that the work of the Central Agency 
was built up from the ground. 

Beginning in 1909, with only a mere hand- 
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ful of Bibles and no equipment, he advanced 
the work until now it has a comparatively 
well-equipped office, with books on the shelves 
valued at over three thousand dollars. It is 
a decidedly polyglot population in this dis- 
trict, and it was to meet the ever-growing 
needs of the Agency that Dr. Browne sought 
to extend the influence and enlarge the scope 
of the work. I think this tribute is due Dr. 
Browne from the one who has been called to 
succeed him. 

The second thing of which I would speak 
is the handicap under which I labor in making 
this report. From personal experience I know 
nothing of the work of the Bible Society out 
on the field, having taken it up only the first 
of January. Consequently I must rely en- 
tirely on the reports of our colporteurs, which, 
however full they may be, are not and could 
not be equal to the knowledge gained at first 
hand. ‘This story, therefore, must necessarily 
be shorter than it otherwise would be. 


Winter Affects Work 


The winter of 1917, both at the beginning 
and at the close, was very severe, making it 
exceedingly hard for our workers to reach the 
people. This is especially true in the moun- 
tains and country districts generally. Who- 
ever has ever done any kind of church or mis- 
sionary work in the country or mountain sec- 
tions knows that this is true, and knows ex- 
actly what a colporteur means when he writes 
saying, “Unable to do much this month. Roads 
impassable.” One of our colporteurs writes: 
“Could not visit much. Continuous rain, 
streams are out of bounds, and the roads are 
in the creek beds.’’ This is no exaggeration, 
for it is literally true that in many instances 
the roads are actually in the beds of the creeks 
—for the simple reason that there is no other 
place for them! I am reminded of the re- 
mark made by a Kentucky mountaineer to a 
certain stranger. The latter was asking the 
way to a certain place and the answer he re- 
ceived was: “Just get in that thar creek bed 
and ford it eendwise and you’ll get thar!” 


A Bible Saves 


Mr. Schuch, one of our city workers, tells 
of visiting a colored family and selling a Bible 
to the wife. Some time afterward » when 
passing the house, this woman called him in 
to pray for her husband, who was very sick, 
and dying. He gays, ‘‘I spoke to the man 
and tried to point him to Jesus. He answered 
me almost in a whisper, ‘I have not heard of 
J esus very long, but he is my Saviour.’”? And 
it was the Bible sold his wife that had shown 
this poor man the way of life and that Jesus 
was able to save to the uttermost. 


In the Kentucky Mountains 


Mrs. H. M. Andrews is one of our faithful! 
colporteurs in the mountains of Kentucky. 
Much of her work is done in the mining towns 
of that section as well as in the open country. 
With the coming in of the mining interests 
there came also the picture shows of a low 
order that tend to degrade rather than uplift. 
In these towns, where religious influences are 
not as they should be, Mrs. Andrews holds 
weekly prayer meetings for women, conducts 
Sunday schools, teaches Bible Classes, and is 
ever on the alert for doing good in some way 
to the worthy but needy people. Early inthe 
morning, after the work was done, she would 
gather a number of women together for an 
hour of prayer and song. ‘The prayers were 
earnest and from the heart that the husbands 
and sons ‘‘under the hill’? might be kept 
from death and injury, and that God would 
restrain them from profanity while at their 
work, forgive their sins and save their souls. 
She writes: 

‘““So many homes without Bibles, or the 
print not large enough for them to read; there 
is always a welcome for our large-print 
Bibles. 

‘““ Across the swing bridge there were a 
number of families without any Bibles, but 
now they have large-print ones. What a privi- 
lege it is to be leaving the one thing needful 
where it is most needed! The big-print Bible 
was a delight to the old men and to those 
who did not have much learning. One old 
man told me that he could not read when his 
wife bought one of our large-print Bibles, and 
now he can read ‘right smart.’ I made two. 
trips up Beaver Creek and left Bibles inevery 
home. In the tenements most of the 
families were without Bibles or Testaments 
and were really eager to have them. The 
Bible prepares the way for the evangelist. 
An earnest evangelist came to and many 
people were converted, and they are now tak- 
ing steps to build a church. This I think was. 
started by the visits of the Bible-woman, first. 
First a home without a Bible, then a visit and 
a talk, a purchased Bible, the reading of the 
Bible and a prayer, a Bible daily read, a meet-. 
ing, an invitation, a coming to God, and a 
saved soul—one step leading on to another. 
I feel sometimes as if my work here were only 
begun. It is a big field.” 


Need of the Word ¥ 

A young seminary student who worked in 
connection with his studies in seminary writes: 
“One Bible was left in a Catholic home and 
recently the man, with his wife and family, 
joined a Protestant church. Another Bible 
was left in the family of a Hungarian Catholic 
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and now all but the father (a bartender) are 
regular attendants at Protestant services. This 
seems proof positive that what the people 
yneed is the Word of God.”’ 

One colporteur writes that he finds the work 
more successful in the country than in the 
‘towns, and adds that ‘“‘those who had Bibles 
wanted them and those who did not have them 
idid not want them.’’ This seems to be evi- 
idence of the fact that those who have tasted 
‘the good Word of God know its value and 
jwant more of it, and those who have not do 
snot know that they are starving.’’ 

Another reports that it is ““the small farm- 
eer who wants the Bible. If the rich farmer 
/wants one he buys one with binding to match 
his automobile.’’ This looks like paying more 
‘attention to the outside of the cup than to the 
inside! 

Another colporteur says that the people are 
anxious for his visits. Numbers of them say 
to him, ‘‘ We were looking for you.’’ One old 
negro, seeing him coming to his door, said: 
“T’se been lyin’ in wait for you.” 

During the year 1917 this office sent to the 
Home Office in New York, as receipts from 
sales and gifts from churches, the sum of 
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$15,219.65. Of course the little handful of 
workers it was possible to employ with the 
money available scarcely touched the outer- 
most fringe of the great field. We well know 
that there are vast unexplored regions, and 
great depths of need that have not been 
sounded. All weaskis that someone ‘‘hold the 
ropes and we will go down into the mine.” 


Wind, Weather, and War 

All these things—wind, weather and war— 
have hindered the work exceedingly. Yet in 
spite of them progress has been made and 
great good has been done. While there have 
been financial “‘drives’’ of all kinds, and the 
gifts of the churches to a large extent have 
been turned out of their regular channel, yet 
many of them have continued their regular 
contributions to the Bible cause, especially 
when that cause has been clearly presented. 
* & °& Tn these days of multiplied difficulties 
and reduced funds, whitened harvest fields 
and scanty supply of laborers, the only thing 
I know to do is to fall back on the remedy 
prescribed by our Lord in the Book itself, 
namely, ‘“‘Pray ye!’? We turn our faces to 
the future, trust in God and take courage. 


Korea 


LTHOUGH at the Antipodes, the bane- 

ful effects of the European war have 
spread to far-off Korea and blighted our work. 
The Rey. S.A. Beck, our Agent, has to report 
that the long yearly record of gains in circula- 
tion has been broken, and losses must be chron- 
icled. The issues in 1917 were 272,747 as 
against 399,416 the year before, aloss of 126,669 
volumes. The circulation shows a decrease for 
the year of 148,424, dropping from 427,600 in 
1916 to 279,176 in 1917. But the stories from 
the field show that the Holy Scriptures con- 
tinue to make ‘“‘ wise the simple’”’ and to save 
the souls of men and women. Mr. Beck’s re- 
port, in spite of difficulties and discourage- 
ments, sounds a note of confidence and praise. 


Though remote from actual scenes of hos- 
tility, nevertheless Korea has come in for a 
considerable part of the difficulties to be borne 
by warring nations. There has been much 
unrest, a soaring of prices for the essentials 
of life, a tendency to hoard rice and beans 
where it was possible to exist without selling, 
an unwillingness to take the time to listen to 
the story of the colporteur. Then there has 
been the difficulty of getting the Scriptures 


when they were needed, both because of the 
increased cost of printing and binding, and the 
inability to secure workmen to get the work 
done, even when greatly advanced wages were 
offered. — 

Notwithstanding the difficulties the work 
has been pushed steadily forward, and we are 
pleased to report that the blessing of God has 
rested on the laborers; their joys have been 
many, and they can safely leave the final re- 
sults with the Lord of the harvest. 

We were compelled to reduce the number 
of both colporteurs and Bible-women, laying 
off some of our best workers, and the sales of 
the remaining number averaged considerably 
less than in recent years. 

We have compiled and translated some of 
the reports sent in by the colporteurs con- 
cerning their experiences as they come into 
active relation with the ones in sore need of 


God’s Word. 


In Keum Chun County 


Colporteur Yi was very grievously mis- 
treated in Keum Chun County by a party of 
idle brawlers whom he had admonished to 
work, and cease ftom drinking and gambling. 
After some days three of these men came to 
Mr. Yi and asked his forgiveness, saying they 
knew they had done wrong, and asked him to 
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go to the house of one of them and tell them 
about Christianity. 

After talking with them for a long time a 
number of idols were brought and given to 
him, and he was asked to burnthem. He had 
already told them that the idols were useless 
as objects of worship, and.asked them to be- 
lieve in the only true God. 


A Drunken Feast 


Son Sang Chin says: ‘One day as I entered 
a village of about forty houses I saw a great 
crowd and heard a noise of merrymaking, 
with dancing and much drinking. It was a 
wedding feast, and I thought it a. good place 
to sell Scriptures. When I asked the people 


to buy books one of the drunken men in the 
crowd rushed at me, slapped my cheeks with 
his hand, and kicked me so hard that I fell to

the ground, and someone cried, ‘Let us trample 
on him and kill him!’ 

“Just at that moment anold man, the house- 
owner, hastily took me by the arm and lifted 
me up and said, ‘ Excuse me—this is my son’s 
wedding day and these men are drunk. I am 
very sorry,’ and then he led me into one of 
hisrooms. I thought it not wise to try to sell 
books there at that time, so I went to a nearby 
inn for the night. The next day I visited the 
village again, and found most of the men at 
home tired out from the celebration of the 
previous day. Many of them were somewhat 
repentant over the treatment they had ac- 


corded me, and I sold fifty-seven Gospels to 
them.”’ 


A Salvation Army Colporteur 


An Kio Chul says: ‘‘Sometimes I receive 
eggs or rice instead of money in payment for 
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the Gospels when the people have no money.) 
I called at a home and asked for the man, but 
his wife came to the door, saying her husband 
was away from home. I explained that I had 
copies of God’s Word for sale, and advised 
her to buy and read, but she said she was so 
poor she could not pay even one sez for a Gos- 
pel. I then told her I would accept grain or 
eggs, and she said she only ate oncea day, and 
this day had not eaten, and had nothing to 
pay for a Gospel. I asked her if she could 
read Eunmun, and she said she could read a 
little, but not very well. She looked fully as 
poor as her speech indicated, and I handed her 
a Gospel and told her to read it, and I would 
pay for it. 

“ A few minutes later she came with a penny 
and said: ‘I understand this is God’s book, 
and Iam not worthy to receive God’s book 
without paying at least a 
penny for it, so I borrowed 
from my neighbor, and I 
want you to please receive 
the pay for it.’ I told her 
not to mind, but she insisted 
on paying for it. 

““One day I met a crowd 
of boys playing in front ofa 
school and asked them to 
buy Gospels. They seemed 
eager, but said they had no 
money ; but one of the boys 
bought forty Gospels and 
gave one to each of the 
others. I thank God that 
many receive the Word with 
gladness, and pray that 
much good may result.’’ 

The Rev. L. P. Anderson 
superintends Colporteur 
Kim Tai Sik, who writes as 
follows: ‘‘After being asked to report my 
work for the year I examined my notebook 


and found the names of thirty-seven new be- 
lievers.”’

General Synod Reformed Church in America 
Report in part adopted at Asbury Park, N. J., June 12, 1918 


HE American Bible Society, which has 
been linked with the Reformed Church 
in America throughout the 102 years in which 
it has been carrying on the production and 
distribution of the Word of God, presents the 
report of its general work for the year 1917. It 
also presents a résumé of the special work done 
for the Army and Navy of our country during 
its first year of war. * * * Your Commit- 
tee would recommend the following action for 
the approval of General Synod: 

Recognizing that the Bible is essential to the 
life of all our churches as well as to our missions, 
home and foreign, and believing that the pro- 
duction and distribution of the Scriptures is a 
responsibility in which the Reformed Church 
in America should share more definitely, 


Resolved: 


(1) That General Synod earnestly indorse 
the work and efforts of the American Bible 
Society at home and abroad; 


(2) That this basic work of providing and 


distributing the Holy Scriptures be presented 
in all our churches, and that regular offerings 
be taken for its work, adopting as a goal for 
the Reformed Church in America a contribu- 
tion of one cent a member; 

(3) That where practicable special offerings 
for the Army and Navy work be made, that 
this work may not imperil the resources of the 
Society for its general work; 

(4) The American Bible Society having es- 
tablished an Advisory Council of representa- 
tives of those churches whose bodies, similar to 
our General Synod, recognize the work of the 
Society, and having invited the General Synod 
to appoint such a representative, that Synod 
appoint the Rev. Evert J. Blekkink, D.D., as 
its representative for the ensuing year; 

(5) That this representative, as chairman, 
together with the laymen and ministers of the 
Reformed Church on the Board of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, be constituted a Committee 
on the Bible Cause, to make a report on this 
cause annually to Synod. 


The National Congregational Council 


HE National Council of the Congrega- 

tional Churches, held in Columbus, O., 

last year, received the following report through 

its Executive Committee with reference to the 

Society. Although a little late, we are very 
glad to publish it in part. 

One of the interests with whose promotion 
your Committee is concerned is the American 
Bible Society. Gifts from our churches to 
this cause have been for many years at a very 
low ebb. The attention of pastors has been 
called to the matter during the biennium 
by circular letter. It is gratifying to be able 
to report some increase of gifts. During 
the year 1916 our churches sent to the Society 
the sum of $1,600, as compared to an average 
of $1,174 for the four years preceding. The 
Committee asks the Council once more to lay 


the subject earnestly upon the heart and con- 
science of the churches. When it is remem- 
bered that the American Bible Society has 
expended almost $4,000,000 in aiding our 
American Board to do its work since the date 
of its organization, none of the additional 
arguments so easily available are required to 
make us conscious of the indispensable place 
which the circulation of the Bible through a 
great national and international agency should 
have in our thoughts and gifts. 


Resolved: 


That all churches be urged to make an an- 
nual and generous contribution to the work of 
the American Bible Society.

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AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 
HE first stated meeting of the Board of 
Managers of the American Bible Society 
in its one hundred and third year was held at 
the Bible House, Astor Place, New York, on 
Thursday, May 2, 1918, at 3.30 p.m., Presi- 
dent James Wood in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rev. R. E. Inglis, D.D., who read the eighth 
chapter of the first book of Samuel, and the 
nineteenth chapter of Revelation, verses 1-16, 
after which he offered prayer. On request of 
the President, Dr. Inglis told briefly of his 
experience in Army camps, where he had spent 
the past six months, and of the value of the 
distribution of the Army and Navy Scriptures 
provided by the American Bible Society. 

The minutes of the various committees were 
read and approved, their recommendations be- 
ing adopted. 


The Board approved of the action taken in 


Mexico making Bible Sunday a permanent in- 
stitution. It also approved of an expenditure 
of $4,700 in bringing out the new revised 
Mandarin and Wenli Scriptures in conjunction 
with the British and Foreign Bible Society and 
the National Bible Society of Scotland, and 
authorized the Secretaries to endeavor to se- 
cure a special gift to meet this need in China. 
The thanks of the Board were extended to the 
Rey. Mr. Blackstone, of Los Angeles, for his 
generous gift of $5,000 as an addition to the 
appropriation for the China Agency. Authori- 
ty was given to increase the prices of Scriptures 
in Korea, in consequence of the increased cost 
of material and labor. Word was received that 
Mr. McLaughlin, the Agent in the Philippines, 
expected to sail on the 14th of March, with his 
family, on their regular furlough. 

_ The acceptance of his election as Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Society by Mr. W. S. Pilling, of 
Philadelphia, was announced. 

_ The Secretaries reported the Paingaie con- 
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signments to the Society’s Foreign Agencies 
during the month of April: 

To Panama Canal and Central America 
Agency, 8,060 volumes, valued at $647.63; to 
Mexico Agency, 12 volumes, valued at $9.53. 
Total, 8,072 volumes, valued at $657.16. 

The issues from the Bible House during the 
month of April were 284,713 volumes. 


ONE HUNDRED AND SECOND ANNUAL 
MEETING 
HE One Hundred and Second Annual 
Meeting of the American Bible Society 
was held at the Bible House on Thursday, 
May 9, 1918, at 3.30 o’clock, p.m., pursuant to 
adjournment. 

President James Wood occupied the chair, 
and among those present were the Rev. A. W. 
Sonne, president of the Hunterdon County 
(N. J.) Auxiliary Bible Society, and the Rev’ 
Arthur Newman, president of the Long Island 
Bible Society, as delegates of those societies. 

Excuses for absence were received from 
George D. Beattys, E. E. Olcott, Mornay Wil- 
liams, and John T. Manson, Bishop Luther B. 
Wilson, D.D., Dr. John R. Mott, and Dr. J. 
Ross Stevenson. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by J. 
Oscar Boyd, D.D., who read the nineteenth 
Psalm, after which he offered prayer. 

The one hundred and second annual report 
of the Board of Managers for the year ending 
December 31, 1917, was read by Secretary 
William I. Haven. 

On motion of the Rev. Arthur Newman, it 
was 

Resolved, That the report which has just 
been read be printed and circulated under the 
direction of the Board of Managers. 

In view of the vacancies in the Board of 
Managers mentioned in the report just read, 
a committee consisting of the Rev. Arthur 
Newman, chairman, Arlando Marine, and the 
Rey. A. W. Sonne was appointed by the 
President to nominate suitable persons to fill 
the vacancies. 

Treasurer William Foulke presented, with 
the certificate of Messrs. Perine and Nichols, 
expert accountants, a report of receipts and 
expenditures for the year 1917. 

On motion of Dr. J. Oscar Boyd it was 

Resolved, That the financial report just read 
be accepted and printed in the Annual Report. 

On motion of the Rev. A. W. Sonne it was 
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Resolved, That when the Society adjourns, 
it do so to meet on the second Thursday in 
May, 1919, at 3.30 o’clock, p.m. 

The committee appointed to nominate indi- 
viduals to fill the places of the Managers 
whose terms of office have expired reported 
the names of William H. Harris, E. Francis 
Hyde, John R. Taber, J. W. Pearsall, J. Mar- 
shall Stuart, Henry A. Ingraham, Frederick 
Frelinghuysen. 

On motion of the Rev. Rees F. Alsop, D.D., 
it was 
~ Resolved, To accept the report of the Com- 
mittee on Nominations, and to proceed to an 
election by ballot of members of the Board of 
Managers. 

The President declared the result of the elec- 
tion to be as follows: Members of the Board 
of Managers for the term 1918-1922—William 
H. Harris, E. Francis Hyde, John R. Taber, 
J. W. Pearsall, J. Marshall Stuart, Henry A. 
‘Ingraham, Frederick Frelinghuysen. 

On motion of Mr. Churchill H. Cutting it 
was 

Resolved, That the filling of any other 
vacancies in the Board of Managers be re- 
ferred to the Board:with power. 


On motion of Mr. Arlando Marine it was 

Resolved, That the Board of Managers as 
now constituted be directed to meet at the 
Bible House on the first Thursday in June for 
the purpose of organizing for the coming year, 
and for the transaction of such other business 
as may be presented. 

Secretary Chamberlain presented the action 
of the Board of Managers, recommending to 
the Society changes in the Constitution as 
follows: 

I, That Article IV. of the Constitution be changed 
so that it shall read: 

“Each subscriber of five dollars annually to the 
funds of the Society shall be a Member of the Society, 
shall have the right to participate in the business of 
the Annual Meeting and to vote in the election of 
the Managers of the Society; and shall be entitled 
to receive such literature, and on such terms, as may 
be provided for in the By-Laws.’’ 

II. That Article V. of the Constitution be changed 
to read: 

‘Each subscriber of fifty dollars at one time to the 
funds of the Society shall be a Member for Life, and 
shall have the right to participate in the business of 
the Annual Meeting, and to vote in the election of 
the Managers of the Society; and shall be entitled to 
receive such literature, and on such terms, as may be 
provided for in the By-Laws.” 

III. That Article VI. of the Constitution be 
changed to read: 
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“‘Bach subscriber of one hundred and fifty dollars 
at one time to the funds of the Society, or each sub- 
scriber who shall by one additional payment increase 
his original subscription to one hundred and fifty 
dollars, shall be a Director for Life; but he shall not 
be such Director when he is in receipt of any salary, 
emolument, or compensation for services, from the 
Society; and each Director for Life shall have the 
right to participate in the business of the Annual 
Meeting, and to vote in the election of the Managers 
of the Society; and shall be entitled to receive such 
literature, and on such terms, as may be provided for 
in the By-Laws.” 


IV. That the Board be directed to amend the By- 
Laws to provide for the privileges now accorded to 
Members, Members for Life, and Directors for Life, 
respectively, in Articles IV., V., VI., VII., and IX. 
of the Constitution, and Article XXII. of the By- 
Laws. 


On motion of the Rev. A. W. Sonne it was 


Resolved, That the changes as read be ap- 
proved and adopted. 

Secretary Haven read a letter of greeting 
from Dr. Marcial-Dorado, under appointment 
as Agent for the Canal Zone and Central 
America Agency; and also reported the ill- 
ness and encouraging recovery of Secretary 
Fox. 


On motion, it was 


Resolved, That the Secretaries send to Dr. 
Fox an expression of the sympathy and the 
good wishes of the Annual Meeting. 

A letter just received from Mr. Franklin 
Spencer Edmonds, of Philadelphia, a member 
of the Board of Managers, at present render- 
ing voluntary service in connection with the 
Y. M. C. A. in France, was read, bearing 
testimony to the sterling character of the men 
of our American Army, and to the value of the 
work of the American Bible Society in sup- 
plying New Testaments to them. 

The Rev. A. W. Sonne, of the Hunterdon 
County (N. J.) Auxiliary Bible Society, and 
the Rev. Arthur Newman, president of the 
Long Island Bible Society, made brief state- 
ments on behalf of their societies.
